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A HORRID CRIME. 


The news from Ireland yesterday 
was of a most startling character. 
The assassination of Lord Frederick 
Cavendish, the new Irish Secretary, 
and his assistaut, Thomas H. Burke, 
is the blackest crime that has been 
charged against Ireland for a genera- 
tion. The news at first was discredited, 
but the ghastly particulars followed 
t.%0 soon to permit of doubt. The 
consequences ef the fearful crime at 
this peculiar juncture of Irish affairs, 
may be fatal to the cause of national- 
ism in that unfortunate island. But 
the act should not be laid at the deor 
of the Land League, or the opinion 
obtain that it is sanctioned by re- 
spectable Irishmen. In fact, the 
Leagues all over the country unite 
in sweeping condemnation of the 
deed. The following proclamation 
of James Mooney, President of the 
Irish National Land League of 
America, will convey the sense of all 
reputable men concerning the tragedy : 
“The execrable and cowardly assassi- 
nation of Lord Frederick Cavendish, 
the newly appointed Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, and Under Secretary 
Burke, has horrified the world, and is 
especially painful and abhorrest to 
every true friend of Ireland. We de— 
nounce the awful crime and exhort 
our brethren in Ireland to use every 
effort to bring its perpetrators to jus- 
tice and show their detestation of the 
fiendish act which only the arch-enemy 
of our race or some irresponsible idiot 
could Lave conceived or executed.” 


WHAT THEY THINK UP NORTH.

tion of its atrocity, or so deep sympa- 
thy with those whose hearts must be 
seared by it, as the nation upon whose 
prosperity and reviving hopes it may 
entail consequences more ruivous than 
those that have fallen to the lot of un- 
happy Ireland during the present 
generation. We feel that no act that 
has ever been perpetrated in our 
country during the exciting struggles 
of the past 50 years has so stained the 
name Of hospitable Ireland as_ this 
cowardly and unprovoked assassination 
of friendly strangers, and that until 
the murderers of Cavendish and Burke 
are brought, to justice that stain will 
sully our country’s name.

The face of Lord Frederick Caven- 
dish, as he lies dead in the hospital, is 
calm and peaceful. Burke's counte- 
nance has a look of great agony.

Burke’s sister has become quite hys- 
terical and weak. The report that she 
and Mr. Burke’s brother were missing 
had no foundation. It was reported 
to-day that Mr. Burke was the victim 
whose assassination had been planned, 
and that Lord Frederick Cavendish 
was only killed because he was in 
Burke's company. 

THE INQUEST ON THE BODIES 


Opened to-day. Twenty jurors had 
been summoned over night, and all 
answered to their names except two. 
The jury consisted of gentlemen. The 
mounted police occupied the hospitai 
yard. There was a large crowd of 
pecple outside. Mr. White, ‘City Cor- 
oner, said he summoned the jury to 
meet on Sunday in order that the re- 
mains might be removed atonce. He 
declared that language was inadequate 
to express the horror and shame aaich 
all must feel. After the jury had 
viewed the bedies, the Coroner stated 
that the cause of death was quite ap- 
parent, but that he would adjourn the 
inquest until Monday for formal evi- 
dence. The murder must have been 
quite visible from the windows of the 
Viceregal lodge. It is said that Karl 
Spencer himself sawa scuffle from 
his bedroom window, but the police 
are unable to vouch for the accuracy 
of the rumor. Earl Spencer, to whom 
the news was first broken by Colonel 
Caultield, was terribly shocked, and it 
is stated that he intends to resign im- 
mediately. 
A MEETING OF CONSERVATIVES 


Was held in London on Sunday after- 
noon. Sir Stafford Northcote, Marquis 
of Salisbury, and all prominent mem- 
bers of the last Conservative Cabinet, 
were present. The meeting lasted an 
bour. Resolutions were passed ex- 
pressing horror at the deed, sympathy 
with the Government, and willingness 
of the oppusition to support the Gov- 
ernment with their whole strength in 
coping with the murderous staté of 
Ireland. Sir Stafford Northcote said 
he doubted whether the Government 
would proclaim martial law, but if 
they did, they might reckon on the 
support of Conservatives. Resolutions 
were proposed similar to those adupted 
at Sunday's meeting.. After the latter 
meeting, Sir Safford Northcote had an 
interview with Gladstone, and doubt- 
less conferred with him in regard to 
decisions of the Cabinet, with a view 
to mutual support of the Government. 


A* REWARD WILL BE OFFERED 


Without delay for the apprehension of 
the assassins. Colonel George E. Hill- 
yer had a long interview with Glad- 
stone, and su uently returned to 
Ireland. He is Ilnspector-General of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary, with 
headquarters at Dublin Castle.

We 
should not take sides, but judge sym- 
pathetically and wisely. : After refer- 
ring to Queen Vicroria's displayed af- 
fection for the American people, the 
speaker closed by paying a tribute to 
the Irish. :

The Fenians, not the Land Leaguers, 
had killed him. It was understood 
he would try to crush out the secret 
societics, which are the strength of 
Ireland. England is afraid of assassi- 
nation, and it might eventually drive 
Gladstone from power. The assassins 
must have been men of great nerve. 
As for himself Crowe would like to 
see several hundred of the Government 
officers killed. He would like to see 
things in Ireland so hot that none of 
them dare stay there,

| A BAD D SUICIDE. 
One ofthe Most ‘Promising Young Men 


in the Mountains Takes His Own 
Life. 


One of the most shecking tragedies 
which has ever occurred on the 


| Trackee river was the suicide last 


Saturday of Joe Bregan, at Prosser 
Creek station. He wasa young man 


not yet in the prime of life, greatly 
beloved by all, of a cheeerful and gen- 
erous disposition, blessed with a beau- 
tiful, intelligent and loving wife, and 
a charmiog little boy just learning to 
talk. He seemed to have every mo- 
tive for life and none at all for séek- 
ing the dark shades of a cruel death. 

He has been carrying on a large busi- 

ness, partly for himself and partly for 
others, and there is no doubt but 
overwork was his ruin. He came to 
Prosser Creck eleven years ago, and 
has acted as agent and telegraph ope- 
rator for the Central Pacific railroad 
ever since. When Major Richardson 
left the employ of the ice company he 
took full charge of their large packing 
and shipping business, amounting to 


many thousends of dollars yearly. In 
addition he also ruu a store of his 
own, and got out large quantities 
of railroad wood, ties and square tim- 
ber. He bought ap a good deal of 
land which he rightly imagined would 
some day be of great value. Lately he 
bought a flume which rons up into the 
timber, and has been putting it in 
repair and extending it this Spring.

Th & long depression in the 
wood, lumber me timber business, 
and the next year or two would have 
seen him realiting on his fine posses— 
sions.| He has suffered greatly from a 
pain in his head, which was doubtless 
the result of overwork, and which he 
overestimated and magnified into 
symptoms of insanity. A few months 
of rest would no oubt have cured 
him ¢ntirely. The day before his 
— he told his wife he believed he 
as going crazy. That night, how- 
ever, he went to a party given by the 
Knights of Pythias at Truckee, and 
seemed to enjoy himself heartily. In 
the afternoon he was sitting in his 
store with his wife and Mr. Shinly, 
his hook-keeper, when he said his 
head hurt him, and he would go up 
stairs and lie down and see if it would 
not make him feel better.
